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Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group II, claims 9, 13, and 14 in the reply filed on 5/24/2006 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 9 is objected to because of the informalities. It is advised to change a phrase 
"coating a 40-70 lb. base paper substrate with 4-14 lbs. of polyethylene" to "coating a paper 
substrate having a basis weight of 40-70 lbs/3,000 ft 2 with 4-14 lbs/3,000 ft 2 of polyethylene " for 
clearer understanding. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 9, line 2, meaning of a phrase "extruding or coating" is confusing because 
"coating" can be performed by any conventional techniques including "extruding". Therefore, 
the phrase implies that "extruding" does not result in "coating" a substrate. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
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subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



6. Claims 9, 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Knauf (US 
20040157025). 

Knauf teaches a method of making a poly-coated paper ream wrapper comprising 
applying a P.E.I. layer 20 to one surface 18 of a paper substrate 12, such as Kraft paper with a 
basis weight of 20 lbs/3,000 ft 2 to 80 lbs/3,000 ft 2 (See P23), and applying a low density 
polyethylene (LDPE) layer 16 to the second surface 14, and applying a layer of varnish 17 on top 
of the LDPE layer (See Fig. 3; See P17-P19). The polyethylene layer is applied in an amount of 
1 lbs/3,000 ft 2 to 20 lbs/3,000 ft 2 (See P25) and is used to create a seal with the application of 
heat . Areas of the inner surface in proximity to a heat source during the heat sealing process and 
where a seal will not be beneficial (claimed specific zones) are covered with a heat shield, such 
as a varnish, to avoid damage to the paper. See Abstract.
